The 
8-9-73 , edition of "The Washington Post" on page A17, sets 
forth the text of USA George Beall's letter to" the Vice-

forth the statutes under which the investigation is being 
conducted, and they are Title 18, Section 371 (Conspiracy), 
Section 1951 (Extortion) , and Section 1952 (Extortion and 
Bribery) . Section 1951 is commonly known as the Hobbs Act-, 
and Section. 1952 is the statute covering Interstate Transporta-^ 
txon in Aid of Racketeering. While this letter sets forth 
that the investigation is not limited to these statutes, Beall's 
letter did set forth these statutes as the main ones in 
addition to certain criminal provisions of tax laws. At 
the instructions of the Director, letters are being furnished 
to the Department and the Commissioner of IRS setting forth 
the opinions we have received regarding this matter.
